State  Superintendent  of  Education  William  J.  Dodd 
has  announced  that  Dr.  C.  R.  Kinard  of  Northwestern  will 
serve  as  director  of  a  program  to  conduct  a  survey  of 
the  educational  needs  of  Louisiana. 

The  State  Department  of  Education  has  awarded  the 
School  of  Education  at  Northwestern  a  grant  of  $69,060 
to  conduct  the  nine-month  survey. 

Kinard.  assistant  professor  of 
(  ducation,  said  Jack  Ensminger, 
formerly  with  the  North  Louisi- 
ana Supplementary  Education 
Center,  will  serve  as  assistant  di- 
rector of  the  project.  He  also 
named  15  Northwestern  faculty 
and  staff  members  as  research 
specialists  and  research  assistants 
for  the  survey. 

According  to  Kinard,  the  study 
will  include  kindergarten  through 
the  12th  grade.  Included  in  the 
published  survey  will  be  re- 
search data  on  educational  facili- 
ties, finance,  transportation,  stu- 
dent population,  curriculum  and 
teachers  and  staff. 

Superintendent  Dodd  said  a 
major  part  of  the  Northwestern 
study  will  be  a  survey  of  the  Li- 
brary facilities  and  needs  of  edu- 
cational institutions  throughout 
Louisiana. 

The  school  systems  in  all  64 
Louisiana  parishes  will  be  stud- 
ied by  the  survey  team,  and  the 
reports  will  be  published  by 
March  1.  Kinard  said  eight  reg- 
ional seminars  will  be  conducted 
across  the  state  to  discuss  the 
findings  of  the  survey  team. 
Members  of  the  survey  unit  will 


conduct  the  seminars.

Davis  Named  to 
Coaching  Staff 

Wayne  Davis,  former  All-Gulf 
States  Conference  star  at  Louisi- 
ana Tech,  has  joined  the  ranks  of 
the  Northwestern  State  College 
football  coaching  staff. 

Davis  will  be  working  primari- 
ly with  the  split  ends  and  the 
scout  team.  He  will  also  be  tak- 
ing some  undergraduate  courses 
at  the  college  in  order  to  finish 
his  requirements  for  a  bachelor's 
degree. 

Davis  was  a  three-time  All- 
GSC  selection  at  Tech.  The  for- 
mer Shreveport  -  Woodlawn  all- 
stater  was  a  holder  of  most  all 
of  Tech's  pass  reception  records 
from  1962  through  1966.  All  of 
Davis'  marks  have  since  been 
eclipsed  by  various  members  of 
the  Tech  offensive  machine. 

While  serving  on  the  coaching 
staff  as  a  student  assistant,  Da- 
vis will  be  studying  for  his  de- 
gree in  the  Health  and  Physical 
Education  Department. 


Led  by  a  stingy  defense  and  a 
bruising  running  game,  the 
Northwestern  football  squad  will 
try  to  prove  "experts"  wrong  in 
pre-season  picking  that  tabbed 
the  Demons  to  be  among  the  cel- 
lar dwellers  in  the  balanced 
Gulf  States  Conference. 

Head  Coach  Glenn  Gossett's 
third  year  as  field  boss  is  high- 
lighted with  the  return  of  34  let- 
termen,  but  the  real  strength  of 
this  season's  unit  is  a  powerful 
running  backfield  and  a  defense 
that  should  be  among  the  cream 
of  the  crop  in  the  GSC. 

An  ail-American  candidate  in 
senior  halfback  Vic  Nyvall  heads 
the  starting  backfield  which  also 
includes  Nyvall's  running  mate 
Tony  Papa,  fullback  Hichard 
Ware  and  quarterback  Mike  Pool. 
Although  Nyvall  was  on  the 
injured  list  much  of  last  season 
with  a  separated  shoulder,  he 
still  gained  291  yards  and  showed 
the  league  coaches  enough  while 
he  was  healthy  to  be  named  to 
his  second  straight  all-GSC  team 
position.  Vic  is  also  the  Demon's 
biggest  break-away  threat  and 
will  see  his  share  of  action  as  a 
return  man. 

Papa,  only  5-6  and  168  pounds, 
is  the  leading  returning  rusher 
to  the  Demons  with  369  yards 
and  an  average  of  almost  five 
yards  a  carry  last  year.  The  gutty 
junior  was  thrown  for  a  loss  only 
once  in  1968. 

More  known  for  his  vicious 
blocking  than  running.  Ware  still 
managed  to  gain  336  yards  last 
season,  58  of  them  on  a  touch- 
down jaunt. 

Rushing  depth  is  excellent  with 
Tcm  Hagin,  Tommy  Wallis,  Gil 
Gilson  and  Mark  Nyvall  provid- 
ing bench  strength. 

Lester  Latino,  dubbed  with  the 
title  of  "Mr.  Hit"  by  his  team- 
mates, is  back  for  his  senior  sea- 
son at  linebacker  to  captain  a 
defense  that  could  come  to  be 
regarded  as  one  of  the  best  NSC 
has  produced  in  its  long  history 
of   football. 

The  fiery  Latino  led  the  De- 
mons in  tackles  last  year  and 
was  also  the  recipient  of  the 
Demon  Award  —  an  honor  given 
for  all  around  ability,  attitude 
and  competitiveness. 


Other  defensive  standouts  are 
safety  Kenny  Hrapmann.  end 
Randy  Tate  and  tackle  Walter 
Edler.  Hrapmann  picked  off  six 
passes  in  his  freshman  season 
last  year  and  was  awarded  with 
an  all-GSC  berth. 

A  major  question  mark  in  1969 
is  the  quarterback  slot.  Without 
a  returning  letterman  to  call  the 
shots,  the  position  is  being  left 
open  to  Pool,  John  McClendon, 
Lynn  Hebert,  Wilton  Cox  and 
Ronnie  Waites.  Pool  and  Mc- 
Clendon are  juniors  while  He- 
bert, Cox  and  Waites  are  all 
freshmen. 

Pool,  having  had  the  most  ex- 
perience in  1968  but  still  throw- 
ing only  seven  passes,  appears  to 
be  the  starter  at  this  point. 

Ball  control  will  be  the  key  to 
the  Demon  game  plan  in  1969 
with  the  ground  attack  being 
well  developed  and  a  lack  of  an 
established  passer.  However,  the 
quarterbacks  have  a  fine  crew  of 
receivers  led  by  all-GSC  pick  Al 
Phillips. 

The  Demons  are  on  the  road 
for  the  second  straight  week  as 
they  meet  Tennessee  Tech  in 
Cookville  Sept.  20,  after  opening 
the  campaign  with  Florence 
State  University  of  Ala.  Sept.  13. 
NSC's  first  home  encounter  will 
be  with  long-time  rival  Stephen 
F.  Austin  on  Sept.  27.

The  Demon  football  program  is 
well  under  way.  And  despite  the 
fact  that  NSC  has  been  tabbed  to 
finish  in  last  place  in  the  Gulfj 
States  Conference  race,  the  team 
could  well  be  a  "spoiler". 

When  basketball  season  rolls 
around,  coach  Tynes  Hildebrand 
and  assistant  coach  Don  Beasley 
will  be  working  without  record- 
breaking  James  Wyatt,  who  is 
now  with  the  New  Orleans  Buca- 
neers  of  the  ABA.  The  Demon 
roundballers  will  have  seven  re- 
turning lettermen.  And  among 
those  seven  can  be  found  four 
starters  from  the  1968  squad, 
which  recorded  a  16-13  slate.
